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^ome/persons  maintaining’  that  it  was,  (to  nse  the 
language  of  Bishop  White)  “rsaentially  defective, 
and  that  the  Episcopal  succession  through  future 
ages  was  certainly  invalidated." 

Now  I  do  not  choose  to  enter  into  a  minute  dis¬ 
cussion  of  these  several  cases,  for  it  is  only  of  con¬ 
sequence  to  show  that  they  were  called  in  question, 
that  there  was  room  for  doubt,  and  that  they  there¬ 
fore  furnish  examples  of  the  boasted  certainty 
which  certain  persons  can  trace  up  their  lineage  to 
St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul. 

The  idea  is  preposterous,  and  the  inference 
drawn  from  it  are  worse  than  preposterous.  It  is 
but  justice  to  say,  that  its  absurdity  has  been  ad¬ 
mitted  and  severely  commented  upon  by  many 
eminefit  writers  of  the  Episcopal  church,  for  whose 
good  sense  and  Christian  charity  I  entertain  a  pro¬ 
found  respect.  1  have  alluded  to  Siillingfleet  al¬ 
ready.  The  distinguished  Prelate,  Hoadley,  in 
commenting  upnn  the  very  position  which  1  am 
now  exposing,  “  No  Prelate,  no  Church,”  uses  the 
following  sensible  language :  (Preservative,  p.  75, 
&c.) 

"  I  do  not  love,  I  confess,  so  much  as  to  repeat 
the  principal  branches  of  their  beloved  scheme ; 
they  are  so  dilTerent,  whencesoever  they  come, 
from  the  voice  of  the  gospel  When  they  would 
claim  you,  as  their  fellow-laborers  the  Papists  do, 
by  celling  you  that  you  cannot  hope  for  the  favor 
of  God,  but  in  the  strictest  communion  in  their 
church,  (which  is  the  true  church  of  England, 
governed  by  Bishops  in  a  regular  succession)  that 
God  hath  himself  hung  your  salvation  upon  this 
nicety ;  that  he  dispenses  none  of  his  favors  or 
graces  but  by  the  bands  of  them  and  their  subordi- 
I  nate  priests ;  that  you  cannot  be  authoritatively

Episcopacy  cannot  be  Spiritnalized. 

We  intimated  a  design  to  extract  farther  from  the  article 
on  the  position  of  the  Evangelical  Party  in  the  Episcopal 
church,  contained  in  the  last  Near- Englander.  The  design 
of  the  author,  who  is  understood  to  be  Rsv.  Albert  Barnes, 
is  to  show  the  incongeniality  of  the  essential  features  of  the 
EpMGopal  system  with  spiritual  piety.  His  first  argument  is 
the  following,  which,  as  long  as  it  is,  we  commend  to  a  care¬ 
ful  perusal. 

The  object  at  which  they  aim  has  never  yet  been 
accomplished.  The  experience  of  the  world  has 
been  against  it.  We  state  a  position  here  which 
we  think  is  the  result  ofall  experiments,  and  which 
we  challenge  the  advocate  of  Episcopacy  to  refute. 

It  is,  THAT  IT  HAS  NEVRR  BEEN  POSSIBLE  PER- 
MANENTLir  TO  CONNECT  THE  RELIGION  OF  FORMS 
WITH  EVANGELICAL  RELIGION;  or,  what  amounts 
to  the  same  thing,  that  the  Episcopal  mode  of  wor¬ 
ship  has  never  been  permanently  blended  with  the 
objects  at  which  the  low  churchman  aims.  We 
will  first  refer  to  a  few  facts  sustaining  this  position. 
We  shall  then  take  occasion  to  show  why  it  is  sc. 

The  attempt  to  unite  the  religion  of  forms  with 
the  gospel,  has  often  been  made.  There  have  been 
good  men  connected  with  every  form  of  worship. 
There  have  been  in  all  ages  of  the  church,  men 
who  have  held  to  the  doctrines  of  grace;  men  who 
believed  in  all  that  constitutes  evangelical  religion ; 
men  holding  to  the  entire  depravity  of  man,  the 
doctrine  of  regeneration  by  the  agency  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  the  necessity  of  holy  living  and  of  a  close 
walk  with  God — who  have  endeavored  to  unite 
these  things  with  the  religion  of  forms.  There 
have  been,  as  there  are  now,  those  who  have  been 
warm  friends  of  prayer  meetings,  and  of  revivals, 
and  of  eflbrts  to  spread  the  gospel  around  the  world, 
who  have  sighed  for  the  spirit  of  freedom  amidst 
the  pompous  and  imposing  ceremonials  of  the  wor¬ 
ship  of  forms.  They  have  loved  sincerely  the 
forms  of  religion ;  and  they  have  loved,  with  an 
ardor  which  nothing  could  extinguish,  the  pure 
doctrines  of  grace,  and  the  holy  aspirations  of  Chris¬ 
tianity.  Trained  in  the  besom  of  a  church  pre¬ 
scribing  pomp  and  splendor  in  public  worship, 
they  have  brought  to  its  favor  all  the  prejudices  of 
education ;  accustomed  to  use  a  Prayer-book  from 
childhood,  they  love  it  as  they  do  the  home  and 
the  companions  of  their  youth;  sincerely  believing 
that  Episcopacy  is  the  form  of  worship  prescribed 
in  the  New  Testament,  they  have  been  bound  to  it 
by  all  the  strength  of  conscience ;  or  in  lands  where 
this  is  prescribe  by  statute,  and  where  it  is  the  re¬ 
ligion  of  the  state,  they  have  felt  that  everything 
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and  have  sincerely  desired  its  perpetuity.

My  opponent  has  cksen  to  add  another  to  the 
various  extraordinary  isvements,  by  which  he  has  j 
sought  b  escape  fromthe  self  imposed  duty  of 
proving  the  position  hessumed  at  the  New-Eng- 1 
land  festival.

Being  stili  upon  the  arena,  I  am 
determined  to  let  neitler  him  nor  the  subject 
go,  until  he  has  been  ibliged  to  tell  the  public 
upon  what  grounds  he  cm  justify  his  unchurching 
dogma,  or  to  admit  that  he  has  no  grounds  at  all. 
The  fact  that  I  have  ceased  to  begin  my  commu¬ 
nications  with  “Rev.  aid  Dear  Sir,”  and  to  end 
them  “  your  obedient  «(J^nt,"  does  not  imply,  as 
1  fancy  every  read«r  uHl  see,  that  he  is  to  be 
allowed  to  retire  thus  <uietly.  My  reasqps  for 
dropping  the  epistolary  form  I  need  not  state; 


protable.  We  have  but  to  remember  that  there  is 
nothing  so  holy  as  to  be  secure  against  sacrilegious 
hands — nothing  in  the  provisions  of  the  gospel 
which  has  not  been  corrupted — and  it  will  no 
longer  remain  a  wonder  that  history  gives  us  facts 
like  the  following,  viz ;  that  the  priestly  and  pre- 
latical  offices  have  been  often  actually  bought  and 
sold — that  to  obtain  possession  of  them  has  been 
the  occasion  for  the  most  outrageous  violence — that 
the  most  corrupt  men  have  been  intruded  into  them 
by  force — that  boys  of  five  and  ten  years  old  (cod^ 
trary  to  all  rule)  have  been  made  the  Prelates  of 
rich  dioceses,  and  even  placed  upon  the  Papal 
throne — that  heretics  and  atheists  have  been  forced 
into  these  offices — and  that  interminable  cross-fires 
of  excommunication  have  been  kept  up  in  certain 
regions  for  centuries,  rendering  it  impossible  to 
tell  in  which  of  the  contending  parties  the  deposi- 
ium  of  Episcopal  grace  was  to  be  found.  It  would 
consume  too  much  time  were  I  to  cite  the  cases 
which  have  occurred  of  these  and  similar  outrages 
upon  the  purity  of  Christian  truth  and  order.  Nor 
is  it  necessary.  They  are  notorious ;  but  if  per¬ 
chance  any  should  doubt  concerning  them,  we  can 
give  him  abundant  satisfaction,  from  the  pages  even 
of  a  Romanist  historian  now  before  us. 

Now,  who  is  to  decide,  we  may  ask,  the  various 
moot  points  which  such  facts  suggest?  What 
Prelate  or  priest  of  “  the  succession"  fan  be  sure 
for  himself,  or  satisfy  others,  as  to  the  question  of 
his  own  legitimacy,  when  it  is  possible  that  some 
of  these  things  happened  in  the  line  of  his  pedi¬ 
gree?  And  if  it  be  impossible  for  him  to  do  so — 
as  it  manifestly  is — I  leave  it  to  my  opponent  to 
pronounce  sentence  himself  upon  nis  dogma,  “  No 
Prelate,  no  Church,”  since  that  dogma  rests  upon 
“  the  succession.” 

Now  it  is  certain  that  the  orders  of  the  Angli¬ 
can  Church  have  come  down  through  the  Roman 
Church.  But  the  Roman  Church  (beside  that  its 
own  orders  are  liable  to  the  difficulties  suggested 
above)  had  a  right  to  take  away  what  it  gave.  It 
did  take  away  the  orders  of  the  Reformed  Church 
of  England,  by  bulls  of  excommunication,  so  that 
all  the  Prelates,  presbyters  and  deacons  of  the  lat¬ 
ter  body  have  been  cast  out  of  the  line  of  succes¬ 
sion,  and  their  descendants  are  illegitimate,  upon 
their  own  principles. 

But  it  is  said,  in  reply  to  this,  that  the  Angli¬ 
can  Church  is  not  dependent  upon  the  Roman  line, 
and  that,  at  the  Reformation,  it  only  returned  to 
the  independent  condition  which  it  had  held  before 
the  rise  of  Papacy.  Great  efforts  have  been  made 
to  prove  this.  But  it  is  obviously  impossible  to 


did  it  live  ?  Has  it  ever  been  known  in  permanent 
connection  with  the  Papal  communion,  or  in  the 
Greek,  the  Armenian, or  the  Nestorian churches? 
In  all  these  churches  the  religion  of  forms  has  pre¬ 
vailed,  and  still  prevails,  and  their  history  has  been 
characterized  by  an  almost  entire  separation  from 
the  spirit  of  Christianity.  There  has  been  no  per¬ 
manent  connection,  and  if,  under  the  influences  of 
the  Spirit  of  God,  there  has  been  at  any  time  a  re¬ 
viving  spirit  of  piety,  after  a  few  efforts  to  diffuse 
itself  through  the  cold  and  slumbering  church,  it 
has  either  died  away,  or  withdrawn  where  it  could 
breathe  the  air  of  freedom.  To  see  this,  let  a  few 
facts  be  submitted  to  the  attention  of  candid  men. 

Far  back  in  the  history  of  the  Papal  commu¬ 
nion,  there  was  a  reviving  spirit  of  the  gospel. 
Some  pure  spirits  arose  imbued  with  the  same  love 
of  Christ,  and  feeling  the  same  power  of  religion, 
which  prevailed  in  the  days  of  the  Apostles ;  but 
could  they  blend  their  religion  with  the  prevailing 
religion  of  forms?  They  withdrew,  and  in  the 
peaceful  valleys  of  Piedmont  the  Waldenses  wor¬ 
shiped  God  “in  spirit  and  in  truth,”  until  the  fires 
of  martyrdom  were  lighted  on  all  their  hills  and 
through  all  their  vales,  by  the  advocates  of  the  re¬ 
ligion  of  forms,  and  Rome  succeeded  in  nearly  ex¬ 
terminating  them. 

Again  the  spirit  of  vital  piety  was  rekindled  in 
the  bosom  of  the  Papal  church.  Simultaneously, 
and  without  conceit,  a  heavenly  influence  breathed 
upon  the  souls  of  Zuingle,  of  Luther,  of  Melanc- 
thon,  and  of  Farel.  They  were  all  in  the  bosom 
of  the  Papal  church  ;  all  had  been  reared  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  religion  of  forms;  all  had  every 
thing  to  lose  and  nothing  to  gain  by  a  separation ; 
and  all  by  a  separation  exposed  themselves  to  the 
thunders  of  the  Vatican — the  fearful  power  that 
could  shake  the  thrones  of  princes  and  cause  mon- 
archs  to  turn  pale  in  their  palaces — and  to  the  ter¬ 
rors  of  the  civil  arm.  Yet  with  every  inducement 
from  education,  from  their  belief  of  the  heavenly 
origin  ofthe  Papacy,  from  the  love  of  peace,  and 
from  the  dread  of  martyrdom,  to  remain  in  the  bo¬ 
som  of  the  Papal  communion,  an  attempt  to  blend 
the  spirit  of  the  gospel  that  now  filled  their  hearts 
with  holy  fire,  with  the  cold  spirit  of  the  religion 
of  forms,  was  hopeless — and  hence  the  Reforma¬ 
tion.  In  Germany,  in  Switzerland,  and  in  France, 
as  far  as  the  Reformation  extended,  there  was  a 
final  separation  of  the  two,  nor  was  there  any  pow¬ 
er  of  argument,  or  art,  or  interest,  or  arms,  that 
could  there  unite  them. 

In  England  the  experiment  was  to  be  tried  in 
another  manner,  and  with  a  much  better  prospect 
of  success.  It  was  the  experiment  that  was  made 
under  Henry  VIII,  Edward  VI,  and  Elizabeth. 
There  was  the  genuine  spirit  of  the  Reformation 
in  the  Anglican  church.  It  reigned  not  indeed 
either  in  the  heart  of  Henry  or  Elizabeth,  but  it 
did  in  tne  heart  of  Edward,  and  more  illustriously 
still  in  the  hearts  of  Latimer,  Ridley,  Bradford  and 
Cranmer,  and  with  these  men  there  was  a  sincere 
effort  to  blend  the  two  together.  There  was  every 
facility  for  making  the  experiment  in  as  satisfacto¬ 
ry  a  manner  as  possible.  Everything  in  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  the  laws — in  the  power  of  talent,  elo¬ 
quence,  learning  and  piety,  that  could  be  demand¬ 
ed  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  effort,  exist¬ 
ed,  nor  could  circumstances  ever  be  well  imagin¬ 
ed  that  were  more  favorable  to  success.  What  was 
the  result?  It  is  before  the  world,  and  the  world 
has  it  by  heart.  The  Puritan  spirit  gradually  rose 
and  increased.  It  became  chafed,  and  galled,  and 
was  impatient  under  the  fetters  of  form.  It  sighed 
for  freedom  ;  and  in  a  single  day  two  thousand  of 
the  best  men  in  the  English  church  left  th^r  liv- 
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Hinls  to  Book-borrowers.

The  sentiment  then  is  pretty  universally  felt  that 
something  more  than  intellectual  capacity,  learning, 
a  Christian  walk  and  conversation  before  the  world, 
and  zeal  for  the  spiritual  interests  of  men,  is  requi¬ 
site  to  make  a  man  a  minister  of  the  GospeL 
Now  what  is  this  indispensable  qualification? 
In  Dr,  Mason’s  words  I  reply,  “  an  official  warrant 
from  those  who  are  themselves  already  in  offke,’' 
or  in  other  words,  ordination  by  ordained  mimilers. 

May  I  be  permitted  tq  state  the  question  over 
again  in  a  somewhat  different  form,  and  will  those 
of  my  readers  to  whom  the  distinction  I  am  mak¬ 
ing  is  perfectly  clear,  excusejne  in  consideration  of 
the  fact  that  it  is  not  clear  to  many  minds,  as  1 
have  abundant  reason  to  know? 

Ail  who  believe  in  the  existence  of  a  visible 
Church  of  Christ,  (and  for  such  only  do  I  write,) 
will  acknowledge  that  there  are  certain  things  to 
be  done  which  are  essential  to  the  well-being  and 
the  perpetuity  of  that  Church.  In  addition  to 
preaching  the  Gospel,  the  Savior’s  two  commands 
to  baptize  and  to  administer  the  Lord’s  Supper 
must  be  duly  observed.  Now  to  whom  were 
these  commands  given  ?  To  the  whole  multitude 
of  believers?  Ceitainly  not — but  to  the  Apostles 
in  the  first  instance.  The  Apostles  having  oepart- 
ed,  who  has  now  the  right  to  execute  the^  com¬ 
mands?  Not  certainly  every  member  of  every 
congregation  who  chooses  to  put  himself  forward. 
Who  then — and  what  evidence  can  he  give  of 
possessing  this  right?  I  can  conceive  of  only  four 
kinds  of  claim,  now  that  the  power  of  working 
miracles  has  been  withdrawn,  which  can  be  ad¬ 
vanced  in  support  of  it. 

1st.  A  man  may  say,  I  have  an  inward  conviction 
that  God  by  bis  Spirit  has  anointed  me  to  be  a 
minister,  and  has  authorized  me  to  preach,  bap¬ 
tize  and  administer  the  sacrament. 

This  proof  of  authority  may  be  sufficient  for 
the  individual,  but  it  is  obvious  that  it  can  be  no 
proof  to  any  one  else. 

2Qd.  He  may  say,  I  am  well  instructed  in  the 
Gospel  of  Christ,  and  able  to  teach  others.  I 
understand  the  nature  of  the  Chiistian  sacraments, 
and  my  daily  walk  and  conversation  are  such 
as  render  me  not  unworthy  to  disebdrge  the 
functions  of  the  sacred  office. 

This  is  all  well — but  it  is  obvious  that  qualifica¬ 
tions  for  any  office  do  not  of  themselves  establish 
the  right  to  discharge  it. 

3rd.  In  addition  to  the  above  he  may  say,  I  have 
been  chosen  by  a  congregation  to  administer  to 
them  in  spiritual  things,  and  1  plead  this  t^hoice 
as  my  sufficient  warrant  to  assume  the  office  of 
a  minister.

Now  I  affirm  that  a  man  cannot  be  a  minister 
ofthe  gospel  unless  he  can  show  this  last  qualifi¬ 
cation,  even  although  he  may  possess  all  the  others 
ihat  have  been  mentioned.  And  I  contend,  more¬ 
over,  that  this  is  the  doctrine  of  the  Christian  min¬ 
istry  as  held  in  common  by  Episcopalians,  Presby¬ 
terians,  and  also  Congregationalisw  in  practice,  if 
1  not  in  theory.  I  urge  this  point  upon  the  attention 
of  those  who  may  honor  these  essays  with  a  peru¬ 
sal.  I  request  them  to  give  it  a  particular  exami¬ 
nation,  because,  as  I  have  before  said,  it  is  a  funda¬ 
mental  one.  According  as  it  is  decided,  the  ques¬ 
tions  of  Episcopacy  and  Apostolical  succession  be¬ 
come  vital,  or  else  questions  merely  of  expediency 
or  curiosity.  And  yet,  important  as  this  subject  of 
inquiry  is,  it  has  been  lust  sight  of  to  such  an  ex¬ 
tent  that  many  even  of  the  ministers  of  the  gospel 
of  the  present  day  seem  not  to  appreciate  its  bearing 
upon  investigations  which  are  dependent  upon  it, 
and  in  any  logical  argument  must  be  subsequent 
to  it  _  ,  . 

A  recent  writer  who  has  treated  of  the  ministry, 
has  well  observed,  “  that  there  are  many  who  ac¬ 
knowledge  the  necessity  of  a  ministry  in  the  church, 
and  who  allow  that  it  ought  in  all  main  particulars, 
to  resemble  that  of  the  primitive  Christians;  nay, 
who  notoriously  assign  a  very  high  value  to  such 
a  ministry,  as  a  peculiar  means  of  grace,  having  a 
promise  of  blessing  annexed  to  it,  and  yet.do  not 
acquiesce  in  the  gospel  doctrine  concerning  it. 
Many  think  that  they  believe  in  a  Christian  minis¬ 
try  when  they  are  only  believing  in  a  particular 
minister — think  that  they  are  believing  in  a  Min¬ 
istry,  when  they  are  only  believing  in  eloquence. 
There  is,  perhaps  very  generally,  an  indistinct  im¬ 
pression  that  something  is  required  to  make  a  man 
a  ‘  minister  of  the  gospel ;’  but  what  it  is,  very  few 
would  be  ready  to  say.” 

Now  in  the  course  of  these  essays  I  shall  make

THE  CHRISTIAN  MINISTRY. 

The  late  celebrated  Dr.  John  M.  Mason,  in  his 
treatise  upon  the  “  Church  of  God,”  has  the  fol¬ 
lowing  passage : 

“  It  has  been,  and  still  is,  a  received  belief  among 
almost  all  who  profess  Christianity,  that  the  Re¬ 
deemer  has  instituted  a  regular  ministry,  to  be  per¬ 
petuated  in  an  order  of  men  especially  set  apart  and 
commissioned  by  his  authority,  for  the  purpose  of 
inculcating  the  docrinesand  duties  of  Christianity; 
and  that  no  man  may  lawfully  enter  upon  its  func¬ 
tions  without  an  official  warrant  from  them  who 
are  themselves  already  in  office. 

“Others  contend  that  this  whole  system  is  of  hu¬ 
man  origin ;  is  founded  in  ignorance  or  in  fraud ; 
and  militates  directly  against  the  nature  and  privi¬ 
leges  of  the  Christian  Church. 

“  Others  again  attempt  a  middle  course;  allow¬ 
ing  the  general  principle  of  a  ministry,  but  leaving

Masses.  Editoes — It  may  be  a  matter  of  some  interest 
to  your  leaders  to  be  informed  of  the  progress,  and  the 
present  stale  of  MiUerism  in  this  city.  Like  other  new 
theories  and  wild  speculations,  it  attracted  consWsrabls 
attention  for  a  tii^e,  and  many  like  the  Athenians  “  spent 
their  time  in  nothing  else,  but  either  to  tell  or  to  hear 
some  new  thing.”  Some  members  of  evaagelical  eharch- 
es  were  eaptivated  with  the  new  doctrine,  and  regardless 
of  covenant  (diligations,  identified  themselves  with  this 
new  sect.  Their  meetings  were  frequent  and  nnmeroa*- 
ly  attended,  by  some,  in  the  belief  that  "  thesfi  were  the 
men  and  that  wisdom  would  die  with  them by  others, 
for  the  sake  of  excitement,  and  love  of  the  strange  and 
the  marvelous.  At  present,  there  are  some  misgivings, 
lest  the  time  fixed  upon  for  the  ceming  of  Christ  should 
prove  erroneous.  They  still  advertise  their  meetings, 
however,  "  The  advent  of  Christ  in  the  year  1843,”  and 
say  in  explanation,  that  they  do  not  mean  1843  according 
to  the  commmt  reckoning,  bat  the  ecclesiasiical  year  (ff 
the  Jews,  which  they  claim  will  termiahte  about  the  81st 
of  March,  1844.  But  with  this  extension  of  time,  all  are 
not  satisfied.  March  is  close  at  hand,  and  if  their  piedie- 
tion  should  fail  of  acccmplishmeat  then,  their  influence 
will  be  gone  and  their  gains  will  be  at  an  end.  Hence,  a 
new  shift  is  resorted  to,  to  extend  the  time.  One  of  their 
leaders  said  a  few  weeks  since, for  the  purpose  of  prepar¬ 
ing  the  public  mind  for  the  new  averment  which  they 
more  than  suspect  must  soon  be  made,  that  **  U  is  peeeiitt 
ihis  event,  in  the  great  mercy  of  Ged,may  be  deferred  tiU  the 
Sift  oj  Angnst  next”  And  more  recently  still,  one  of  their 
I  ablest  champions  proclaims  thbt  this  great  event  will  be

"  There  is  no  new  thing  under  the  sun.”  "  One  gener- 
ation  passeth  away,  and  another  generation  cometh,” 
walking  in  the  footsteps,  and  copying  the  follie.s  of  its 
predecessors.  A  little  acquaintance  with  these  develop¬ 
ments  would  disabuse  the  minds  of  many  well-meaning 
people  who  have  been  led  by  Mr.  Miller  and  his  adher¬ 
ents  to  pursue  an  ignis  fatuus. 

Among  the  many  who  have  ventured  to  predict,  ar 
prognosticate,  as  to  the  end  of  the  world,  dec.,  may  be 
named  the  Rev.  Thomas  Beverly,  of  London.  He  was 
the  pastor  of  a  dissenting  congregation  that  worshiped 
in  Cutter’s  Hall,  though  himself  a  Conformist  to  the 
Church  of  England.  He  began  his  career  about  the  time 
of  the  Revolution  in  1688,  and  was  a  warm  friend  of  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Mary.  He  published  a  work  in  that  year,  ded- 1 
icaied  to  the  Prince  ol  Orange,  in  which  he  maintained 
that  Popery  wonld  come  to  an  end  within  nine  years,  and 
that  the  Millennium  would  commence  in  1697.  He  also 
mainuined  “  that  Christ’s  Kingdom  begins  only  at  the 
Millennium ;  that  the  commencement  of  the  Millennium 
and  the  Resurrection  are  parallel  events  ;  and  that  the 
Millennium  is  the  day  of  judgment.” 

Beverly  wrote  with  the  utmost  confidence,  and  issued 
numerous  publications  during  the  nine  years  in  which  he 
challenged  the  world  to  confute  him.  He  had  much  to 
say  against  pastors,  and  particularly  doctors  of  divinity, 
and  branded  them  all  as 


And  yet  at  this  very  time  the  "  Anglo-Catholics,”  as 
they  now  style  themselves,  were  boasting  that  their  church

Misprints  in  the  Biag.- The  Banner  of  the  Cross 
mentions  some  instances  f  inaccuracies  in  some  of  the 
editions  of  the  Bible  not  in  general  circulation,  which 
by  way  of  caution,  we  i1>eat.  In  the  Polyglott  Bible, 
published  by  Desilver  Ac  Thomas,  of  Philadelphia,  and 
stereotyped  by  L.  JohnsP,  the  passage,  1  Cor.  vii.  39, 
is  made  to  read  thus ;  "  'tie  wife  is  bound  by  the  Jew  as 
long  as  her  husband  lieth” — the  word  *  few”  being 
erroneously  put  for  the  tord  “  law.”  Another  edition, 
not  mentioned,  in  the  27i,'  verse  of  the  sane  chapter,  it 
reads,  “  It  is  manifest  ib(  be  is  accepted  vhich  did  put 
all  things  under  him”— ^  accepted”  beingpnt  for  “ex¬ 
cepted.”  There  is  also  imisprint  in  most  (f  the  editions 
o(  the  Bible  in  general  ne,  occurring  in  Mat.  xxiii.  24, 
“  Ye  blind  guides  which  itrain  at  a  gnat,  aid  swallow  a 
camel.”  In  hardly  any  Uble  will  it  be  fouid  otherwise  j 
yet  it  is  an  error  of  the  pass.  It  should  be,  ‘  which  strain 
out  a  gnat.”  The  origUl  word  signifiei  filtering  by 
straining,  but  it  never  coveys  the  other  idea;  and  it  was 
so  printed  in  early  edions  of  the  Bible.  There  are 
other  misprints,  some  ofivhich  are  important,  and  which 
ought  to  be  exposed  asl  corrected.  In  the  absence  of 
all  censorship  of  the  prss,  the  only  safeguard  we  have 
for  the  accnrracy  of  tie  Bible,  is  in  the  vigilance  and 
fidelity  ot  those  who  retd  and  love  it.

Those  who  are  curious  in  such  mat¬ 
ter!,  will  find  a  very  full  discussion  in  this  work  of  the 
main  points  in  the  Millenarian  controversy.  He  main¬ 
tained  “  that  the  doctrines  of  Beverly  and  the  Millena- 
rians  are  chimerical,  and  without  foundation  in  Scrip-  { 
tore;  that  the  views  commonly  entertained  on  these  sub¬ 
jects,  are  in  accordance  with  all  correct  interpreutions  of 
the  prophecies  of  the  Bible ;  that  Christ’s  kingdom  is 
spiritual  in  its  nature,  properly  commenced  at  his  resur¬ 
rection,  and  will  continue  till  the  final  conflagration,  when 
it  will  be  perfected  for  ever  in  heaven.”  The  whole 
treatise  has  been  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  acute  and 
best  written  of  his  numerous  publications.

But  that  this  theot^fs  not  correct  and  must  be  aban¬ 
doned,  may  be  seen  frm  the  fact,  that  the  Metropolitan 
was  a  Bishop  of  bishofs ;  that  those  over  whom  he  usurp¬ 
ed  authority  were,  andcontinued  to  be  bishops;  that  they 
never  lost  this  appellaion,  and  that  in  many  cases,  as  in 
Italy,  their  humble  bisioprics  continue  to  the  present  day. 

It  was  by  the  subdivtion  of  the  larger  parishes  that  the 
system  began.  And  then  for  ages  it  prevailed  only  in 
some  of  the  larger  cites  of  the  Christian  world.  Of  this 
fact  I  proceed  to  furnsh  additional  and  earlier  testimony. 

At  first,  and  for  along  period,  every  church  must  have 
been  but  an  ordinaiycongregaiion,  meeting  when  not  hin¬ 
dered  by  persecntioi  in  one  place,  as  one  ecclesiastical 
society.

the  address  which  bears  with  peculiar  force  upon  this 
case. 

"  It  is  alike  obvious  that  the  Sabbath  exerts  its  saluta¬ 
ry  power  by  making  the  population  acquainted  with  the 
being,  perfections  and  laws  of  God ;  with  our  relations  to 
Him  as  bis  creatures,  and  our  obligations  to  Him  as  ra¬ 
tional,  accountable  subjects,  and  with  onr  character  as 
sinners,  for  whom  His  mercy  has  provided  a  Savior;  un¬ 
der  whose  government  we  live  to  be  restrained  from  sin 
and  reconciled  te  God,  and  fitted  by  His  word  and  spirit 
lor  the  inheritance  above. 

"  It  is  by  the  reiterated  snstmetion  and  impression 
which  the  Sabbath  imparts  to  the  population  of  a  nation, 
by  the  moral  principle  which  it  forms — by  the  conscience 
which  it  maintains — by  the  habits  of  method,  cleanliness 
and  industry  it  cmates- by  the  rest  and  renovated  vigor 
it  bestows  on  exhausted  animal  nature- by  the  lengthen 
ed  life  and  higher  health  it  aftords— by  the  holiness  it  re¬ 
spires,  and  cheering  hopes  of  heaven,  and  the  protection 
and  favor  of  God  which  its  observance  insures — that  the 
Sabbath  is  rendered  the  moral  conservator  of  nations. 

“  The  omnipresent  influence  the  Sabbath  exeris,  how¬ 
ever,  by  no  secret  charm  or  compendious  action,  upon 
masses  of  unthinking  minds;  but  by  arresting  the  stream 
of  worldly  thoughts,  interests  and  afiSsetions— stopping 
the  din  of  business— unlading  the  mind  of  its  cares  and 
responsibilities,  and  the  body  of  its  burdens,  while  God 
speaks  to  men,  and  they  attend  and  hear  and  fear,  and 
learn  te  do  His  will. 

"  You  might  as  well  put  out  the  sun,  and  think  to  en¬ 
lighten  the  world  with  tapers— destroy  the  attraction  ot 
gravity,  and  think  to  wield  the  universe  by  human  pow¬ 
ers,  as  to  extinguish  the  moral  illumination  of  the  Sab 
bath,  and  break  this  glorious  mainspring  of  the  moral 
government  of  God.”

to  be,  than  to  place  them  where  their  physical  wants  and 
comforts  would  be  abundantly  attended  to,  but  away  from 
the  solaces,  the  coniolations,  the  graces  and  the  power  of 
the  Christian  religion  I  They  wonld  rather  trust  them 
te  the  mercy  and  kiudness  ot  that  spirit  which,  when  ii 
had  nothing  else  left,  gave  a  cup  of  water  in  the  name  ot 
a  disciple — to  that  spirit  which  had  its  origin  in  the 
fountain  of  all  good,  and  of  which  we  have  on  record  an 
example  the  most  beautiful,  the  most  touching,  the  most 
intensely  affecting  that  the  world’s  history  contains— I 
mean  the  offering  of  the  poor  widow,  who  threw  her  two 
mites  into  the  treasury !  What  more  touching,  more 
solemnly  affecting  example  could  we  find  than  was  here 
exemplified  by  that  poor  woman,  whose  name  we  know 
not— whose  tribe  we  know  not — whence  she  came  oi 
whither  she  went — of  whom  there  is  nothing  left  upon 
record  but  this  sublimely  simple  story,  that  when  the 
rich  came  to  cast  their  proud  offerings  into  the  treasury 
this  poor  woman  came  also,  and  cast  in  her  two  mites ! 

And  that  example  has  been  read,  and  told, 
and  gone — sunk  deep  into  a  hundred  millions  cf  heart

the  law  of  God— because  it  was  a  gift  to  the  honor  an< 
glory  of  God  1  In  many  legacies  that  have  been  left,  they 
have  been  specially  denominated  a  gift  to  God— and  ihej 
have  come  under  the  term,  for  charitable  uses.  But  car 
that  be  truly  called  a  charity  which  flies  in  the  face  of  al 
'he  Laws  of  Qod,  and  all  the  usages  of  Christian  men  i 
I  arraign  no  man  for  mixing  up  a  love  of  di-stinction  and 
notoriety  of  character  with  his  charities.  I  blame  no 
Mr.  Girard  because  he  desired  to  raise  a  splendid  marbli 
palace  in  the  neighborhood  of  a  beautiful  city,  thatshoulr 
endure  for  ages,  and  transmit  his  name  and  fame  to  pos- 
teniy,  ^  His  charities  may  have  been  well-intentioned 
but  It  IS  not  to  be  valued,  if  it  has  not  the  chastenias 
influences  of  true  religion-if  it  has  no  fragrance  of  th» 
spirit  of  Christianity.  It  is  not  a  charity,  for  it  has  noi 
that  which  gives  to  charily  iu  viulity. 

Other  truths  equally  valaable  and  timely,  and  uttered 
with  the  same  eloquence  and  impressiveness,  were  set 
forth  in  this  admirable  speech :  but  we  have  transcended 
onr  bounds  already.  We  trust  that  the  station  of  the  speak¬ 
er,  the  occasion  and  the  sentiments  will  justify  the  atten¬ 
tion  given  to  it.

I  say  this  scheme  is  derogatory  to  Christianity,  because 
it  rejects  Cbrisiianiiy  from  the  education  of  youth,  by  re¬ 
jecting  its  teaener;-^— by  rejecting  the  ordinary  agencies 
of  instilling  the  Christian  religion  into  the  minds  of  youth.

He 
who  rejects  the  ordinary  means  of  accomplishing  an  end, 
intends  to  defeat  the  end  itself.  And  I  say  that  this  is 
true,  although  the  means  originally  be  means  of  human 
appointment,  and  not  attaching  or  resting  on  any  higher 
authority.

CORRESPONDENCE  OP  THE  NEW-YORK  EVANOELIST. 

Albany,  Ftb,  18<A,  1844. 

The  fifteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Temperance 
Society,  was  held  in  this  city  on  the  14th  inst.  It  was 
quite  large,  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  delegates  from 
various  parts  of  the  State  being  present.  Hiram  Cor¬ 
liss,  Esq ,  presided.  The  evening  session  was  very  nu¬ 
merously  attended  by  the  friends  of  Temperance  in  the 
city,  and  the  speeches  and  other  exercises  were  regarded 
as  unusually  interesting.  The  annual  report  was  present¬ 
ed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  was  a  long  and  very 
able  document. 


It  sketched  the  progress,  results,  and 
present  attitude  of  the  great  cause,  and  made  some  time¬ 
ly  and  important  suggestions  as  to  the  best  modeot  prose¬ 
cuting  it  in  future.  The  results  achieved  by  the  Wash¬ 
ingtonian  movement  were  also  commended,  though  a 
fear  was  expressed,  that,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  it 
wonld  prove  la  be  inadequate  to  the  final  extinction  of 
intemperance, 


^  ,  .  -it  becomes 

in  its  importance  even  awful,  when  these  means  of  teach¬ 
ing  the  gospel  are  appointed  by  the  same  authority  as  the 
gospel  of  the  New  Testament  itself. 

There  is  not  in  the  New  Testament  a  religious  truth— 
there  is  not  in  the  New  Testament  a  precept  of  morals 
mure  plain— more  authoratively  laid  down  to  man  than  is 
this  doctrine  of  the  appointment  of  the  Christian  ministry. 
There  can  be  no  such  thingin  any  intelligent  and  just  view 
of  the  Christian  religion  as  to  separate  the  precept— its  ful¬ 
filment  from  the  authority  itself.  It  is  not  necessary,  your 
honors,  that  I  should  proceed  to  argue  this  to  you.  Is  it 
not  indelibly  stamped  on  the  face  ofthe  Christian  religion? 
Was  not  the  Divine  command  given  when  the  disciples 
were  sent  out  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the 
house  uf  Israel?  "When  they  shall  hear  your  words,” 
Ac.,  was  the  injunction  laid  on  the  Apostles.  And  after 
the  resurrection,  the  proclamation  was  sent  forth  that  ths 
Christian  re'igion  should  become  the  universal  religion, 
instead  of  being,  as  heretofore,  the  narrow  inheritance  of 
the  Jews— the  command  was  given,  “  Go  ye  into  all  the 
world,  and  preach  tha  gospel  to  every  creature.”  I  say, 
therefore,  that  there  is  no  authority  more  clearly  set 
forth  than  the  authority  of  appointing  the  Chris¬ 
tian  minister;  and  he  who  does  not,  brieve  the  one 
cannot,  and  does  not,  believe  the  other.  The  mode  of 
appointing  the  ministersof  the  gospel,  it  is  true,  is  set  forth 
in  different  forms  by  different  sects,  but  sti'l  the  authority 
used  by  all  is  the  authority  of  God  himself,  as  declared  to 
us  in  hisirevealed  word.  Then  I  cannot  see  why  any  at¬ 
tempts  should  now  be  sanctioned  to  overturn  this  impor¬ 
tant  arrangement  and  order  of  things,  resting  as  it  does  on 
such  authority.  Why  should  we  shut  our  eyes  to  the 
whole  history  sf  this  matter  ?  Why  do  wn,  this  day,  enjoy 
the  lights  and  benefits  of  the  Christian  rell^on  ?  We  owe 
it  to  the  early,  successful  and  continued  labors  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  ministry.  Departing  from  Asia  Minor,  traversing 
Asia,  Africa,  through  Europe  to  Greenland,  Iceland,  al¬ 
most  to  the  very  Poles  of  the  earth,  suffering  all  things, 
enduring  all  things,  hoping  all  things,  in  order  to  carry  with 
them  the  blessings  of  Christian  religion.  And  where  wa« 
the  Christian  religion  ever  received— where  was  the  Chris 
tian  religion  ever  planted,  or  where  did  it  ever  take  root,  but 
by  the  means  of  a  Christian  Ministry  ?  Did  we  ever  hear 
of— does  the  history  of  the  world  ever  record  an  instance 
of  a  single  soeck  of  earth  that  was  ever  Christianized,  by 
the  efforts  of  lay  teachers?  Descending  from  cities  down 
to  parishes  and  villages,  we  find  that  the  Christian  religion 
was  carried  every  whereby  human  agency,  and  that  agen¬ 
cy  was  the  ministers  of  the  gospel.  And  the  history  of 
the  operation  teaches  us  that  every  where  the  greatest  re¬ 
sults  have  been  produced  by  the  early  administration  of 
Christian  truths  to  small  circles  and  in  smalt  quantities. 

I  maintain,  therefore,  that  this  devise  is  defective  so  far 
as  regards  it  being  entitled  to  the  legal  term  of  a  charity, 
by  this  leading  principle  which  runs  throughout  it — the 
rejection  of  all  the  appointed  means  by  which  Christianity 
has  been  taught  since  the  creation  of  the  world. 

RBU6I0N  IN  EDUCATION. 

’The  vital  importance  of  instruction  in  religion  as  an  ele¬ 
ment  of  popular  education  is  fotpibly  and  beautifully  in¬ 
sisted  on  :— 

This  plan,  as  laid  down  by  Mr.  Girard,  was  to  place  mo¬ 
rals  upon  some  ground,  independent  of  religion.  Because 
we  are  told  that  these  youths  are  to  be  made  very  good 
moralists  before  they  get  any  religion  at  all.  That  provi¬ 
sion,  in  itself,  is  highly  derogatory  to  the  Christian  reli¬ 
gion,  because  it  removes  that  foundation  which  all  sects 
regard  as  the  purest  and  only  true  foundation  for  true  mor¬ 
ality.  It  says,  In  effect,  that  religion  is  not  necessary  to 
form  a  sound  morality.  What  can  be  a  higher  insult,  or 
more  derogatory  te  Christianity,  than  this  ?  Is  it  not  es¬ 
tablished  as  a  truth  throughout  ths  civilized  world,  that  a 
system  of  education,  in  order  to  inculcate  true  morality, 
must  have  iu  foundation  in  religion  or  religions  truths? 
And  the  system  of  eduoation  that  rejects  that  must  be  de¬ 
rogatory  to  Christianity  But  at  what  age  of  the  Christian 
era  have  those  who  protessed  to  Uach  the  Christian  reli 
don  not  insisudonths  early  teaching  of  its  precepts -to 
inspire  youth  at  an  early  age  with  love  and  reverence  for 
the  Christian  religion  ?  In  what  age— by  what  sect- where 
—when— was  the  system  of  Instruction  in  religious  truths 
struck  out  from  the  education  of  youth?  Why,  no !  No 
where!  Never!  Ills  the  very  essence-the  vitallty-of 
all  onr  sysum  of  education !  ' 

From  this  doctrine,  Mr.  Girard  dissents.  He  declares 
in  his  Will  that  it  is  not  necessaiy  to  make  it  effectual* 
and  therefore  I  say  the  devise  is  derogatory  to  Christian’ 
ity.  And  he  dissenu— not  only  from  all  the  admitted  and 
received  authorities  on  the  resniu  of  Christianity  and 
Christian  education— but  he  dissenu  from  still  higher  au¬ 
thority— that  of  the  BiUa  itselfi  My  learned  friend  who 
is  opposed  te  has  quoted  to  your  honors  the  second 
commandment  in  the  BlUe.  Bat  there  b  a  first  eon*

Temperance  and  Royalty.— An  article  in  a  late  Loa> 
don  Examiner  intimates  that  the  Queen  ot  England  has 
a  decided  aversion  to  the  prevalent  babiu  of  wlne-driak* 
ing  at  dinner,  and  that  she  has  ventured  upon  some 
changes  in  the  usages  of  the  royal  table,  which  bnd  to 
lessen  the  amount  drank,  and  the  time  spent  in  that  uno 
profiuble  business.  She  allows  now  only  half  an  hourb 
indulgence  at  the  table,  after  the  departure  of  the  ladies, 
and  has  in  more  than  one  instance  summoned  her  guesb 
to  her  presence  for  deviating  horn  thb  rule  of  her  house* 
hold.  It  b  to  be  hoped  thit  the  reform  wiU  not  end 
here. 

Mr.  Dele  van,  some  time  ago,  sent  copies  of  Dr.  Sew* 
all’s  drawings  of  the  stomach  to  several  of  the  European 
sovereigns,  from  some  of  whom  he  has  had  very  favor* 
able  replies,  expr^sing  sympathy  with  the  cause  which 
they  aim  to  subserve.  Prince  Albert  and  the  King  of 
Prussia  have  written  to  Mr.  D.,  the  latter  accompanying 
his  letter  with  a  splendid  gold  medal. 


It  has  been  and  is  a  powerful  auxiliary, 
but  there  must  be  something  that  will  go  deeper,  and 
strike  at  the  root.  The  fountain-head  cannot  be  obstruct¬ 
ed  by  this  means.  If  the  ranks  of  the  moderate  drinkers 
were  only  thinned,  and  the  evil  crushed  at  its  beginning, 
the  lash  of  Washingtonianism  would  be  light.  Here  it 
is{tbat  the  great  effort  must  be  applied,  and  the  war  of 
extermination  be  renewed.  It  is  evident  that  there  is 
now  rather  an  increase  than  a  diminution  of  the  vice; 
and  it  is  from  this  class  ol  moderate  drinkers  that  the 
ranks  of  drunkards  and  sols  are  to  be  recruited. 

The  formation  of  Youth’s  Temperance  Societies  was 
also  commended;  and  especially  the  effort  to  circulate 
universally  the  copies  of  Dr.  Sewall’s  Drawings  of  the 
Stomach,  as  affected  by  drunkenness. 


Grace  and  Strenoth.— "  Whosoever  be  be  of  yon  that 
forsaketh  not  all  that  he  hath,  he  cannot  be  my  disciple,” 
said  the  Son  of  God.  Many  real  Christians  are  troubled 
by  this  and  similar  passages  of  Scripture.  They  look 
upon  the  sacrifices  ol  the  missionary  aad  ask  themselves 
if  they  could  make  the  same.  They  look  upon  the  suf¬ 
ferings  and  death  ot  the  martyrs,  and  ask  themselves  if 
thev  could  endure  the  same.  They  are  constrained  to 
answer,  no.  They  are  not  now  prepared  to  meet  those 
trials.  With  their  present  feelings  they  wonld  shrink 
back  from  those  trials.  Hence  they  fear  that  they  have 
never  been  converted.  Their  error  lies  not  in  the  test, 
but  in  the  application.  It  is  true  then  that  he  that  for¬ 
sakes  not  all  that  he  hath  when  God  calls  him  to  do  it, 
cennot  be  God’s  disciples.  But  he  can  be  a  disciple 


he  makes  the  following  statement:— “  Arius  sent  mes¬ 
sengers  to  Paulinus,  bishop  of  Tyre,  and  to  Eusebius  of 
Pamphilius  who  was  over  the  church  of  Cmsarea  in  Pa¬ 
lestine,  and  toPairophilusof  Scythopolis;  requesting  that 
he  and  his  party  might  be  permitted  to  assemble  (ecclesia- 
zein')  their  people,  as  when  they  first  obtained  the  rank 
of  the  eldership;  for  then  as  now  it  was  the  custom  at 
Alexandria,  one  bishop  being  over  them  all,  for  the  Eid¬ 
ers  to  have  each  their  own  church,  (i.e.  house  of  worship,) 
and  therein  to  gather  their  people  together.” 

Sozomen,  it  will  be  observed,  recognizes  the  subdivi¬ 
sion  of  the  church  of  Alexandria  into  sub-pariahes,  as 
early  as  the  times  of  Arius,  or  the  beginning  of  the  fourth 
century.  But  he  speaks  of  it  as  a  peculiarity — an  ar¬ 
rangement  that  was  very  unusual,  and  that  required  an 
explanation ,  and  that  was  a  singular  one  even  in  his  day ; 
i.  e.  A  D,  440.  From  wlfok  ‘f  such  an 

arrangement  had  prevailed  for  nearly  800  years  at  Rome , 
it  had  not  obtained  much  among  thw  Elastern  churches ; 
and  that  so  late  as  the  middle  of  the  fifth  centnry  the  dio¬ 
cesan  scheme  had  but  a  limijsd  prevalence. 

Valesius,  in  bis  note  os  the  above  passage,  makes  the 
following  remarks:— “That  this  custom  ot  assigning,  to 
each  of  the  churches  or  lilies  in  that  city,  its  own  Pres¬ 
byter,  was  petvliar  to  the  church  of  Alexandria,  Epipha- 
nins  also  teaches  in  his  account  of  the  Arian  heresy, 
where  he  observes  that  Arius  was  the  presbyter  after  this 
fashion  of  the  Bancalensian  title  (sub-parish); '  for  all  the 
ebnrehes  of  the  Catholic  (orthodox)  church  in  Alexan¬ 
dria  are  under  one  chief-bishop,  and  Presbyters  are  ap¬ 
pointed  over  them  separately.’  On  which  passage,  Dio¬ 
nysius  Petavins  observes  that  the  same  custom  prevailed 
at  Rome ;  for  in  that  city  Presbyters,  being  distributed 
among  the  various  titles,  each  one  had  the  particular 
charge  of  his  own  people.”  This  Valesius  preves,not  by 
referring  to  the  period  of  Dionysius,  bishop  of  Rome, 
wh«se  pretended  letter  to  the  bishop  of  Cordova  he  seems 
to  have  regarded  as  of  no  authority,  but  by  relerence  to  a 
passage  in  the  second  apology  of  Athanasius  against  the 
Arians,  where  ke  speaks  of  the  communion  having  been 
administered  to  a  church  in  Rome  "in  which  Biton,  the 
Presbyter,  assembled  his  people.” 

All  this  indicates  a  peculiar  custom.  Had  it  been  com¬ 
mon,  much  more  had  it  been  the  universal  usage  for  the 
bishops  to  have  luider  thelf  «•««  diocese  composed  of 
distinct  churches  with  a  pastor  attached  to  each,  neither 
Epiphanins,  who  flourished  in  the  latter  part  of  the  fourth 
century,  nor  Sozomen  In  the  fifth  century,  would  have 
deemed  it  necessary  to  have  gone  into  these  explanations. 
The  conclusion  is,  therefore,  forced  upon  us,  and  we  can¬ 
not  get  rid  of  it,  that  the  churches  of  Alexandria  and 
Rome  (ormed  exceptions  to  the  general  rule  in  this  res¬ 
pect;  and  that,  with  the  further  exception  perhaps  of  some 
few  other  great  cities,  all  the  other  bishoprics  in  the  world 
had  but  one  pastor;  that  the  bishops  of  that  day  had  no 
sub-pastors  in  their  dioceses,  nor  more  than  one  distinct 
parish  under  their  care. 

Prom  such  a  beginning,  easily  accounted  for,  grew  up 
the  enormous  and  unscriptural  power  of  diocesan  Epis- 
eopacy.  The  bishop,  from  having  been  originally  the 
pnntor  of  a  single  congregation,  or  at  the  most  of  the  few 
Christians  that  at  first  joined  themselves  to  the  Lord  in  a 
phrticular  city,  or  town,  became  the  overseer  ot  several , 


tiring,  undying  zeal.  I  hear  a  voice  of  wailing 
from  the  ends  of  the  eartL  I  see  nations  welter¬ 
ing  in  their  blood.  I  hear  a  loud  lament  from  the 
eternal  pit  Around  you,  as  bearing  the  badges  of 
the  messengers  of  Christ,  the  complaints  and  the 
entreaties  gather.  By  the  joys  of  one  world,  and 
the  miseries  of  two ;  hj  the  compassions  and  blood 
of  a  dying  Savior,  by  the  authority  of  the  everliving 
God,  I  conjure  you,  I  entreat  you,  my  brethren,  to 
wake  up  to  this  awful  voice  of  heaven,  to  these 
dying  groans  of  a  world. 

TO  CMEISTIANS  IM  THE  CHURCH. 

In  the  name  af  my  Master  I  c^l  upon  you  all, 
to  rise  up  to  this  work  of  advancing  the  kin^om 
of  Christ,  with  entireness  of  purpose  and  with  a 
soul  of  fire.  One  of  the  things  most  wanted  at  the 

{ireeent  day  is  the  framer  of  faith.  As  the  mil- 
ennium  approaches,  the  efficacy  of  prayer  is  to  be 
more  gloriously  illustrated.  And  if  piayer  is  to 
become  more  potent,  it  is  because  it  will  be  ani¬ 
mated  with  stronger  faith.  But  it  is  no  ordinary 
prayer.  It  is  the  Holy  Ghost  himself  praying  in 
the  heart  of  the  Christian.  ‘The  Spirit  itwlf 
maketh  intercession  for  us  with  groanings  which 
cannot  be  uttered.'  No  wonder  such  intercession 
prevaila  Before  every  revival  of  religion  there  is 
a  spirit  of  prayer  for  this  infiuecce  that  never  was, 
and-  never  will  be  disappointed.  It  is  attended 
with  desires  so  agonizing  as  almost  to  break  the 
heart,  and  with  a  sense  of  absolute  dependence  that 
fixes  the  eye  on  God  alone,  as  though  he  were  the 
only  agoit  in  the  universe,  and  yet  with  an  earnest 


The  report  also 
embraced  a  letter  from  Dr.  J.  W.  Francis,  of  Boston,  in 
which  the  fidelity  ofthe  drawings  was  fully  attested,  and 
the  most  cordial  approba’ion  expressed  for  their  general 
use.

Importance  of  ike  China  TVode  — Manafacinred  cotton 
cloth  is  one  ol  the  few  articles  which  can  be  sent  from 
this  country  to  China.  The  moment  that  market  was 
opened  to  the  world,  the  New-England  manufactnrers 
availed  themselvesof  it;  and  in  1843,  not  less  than  2,500,. 
000  pieces  of  cotton  goods  were  sent  to  China.  In  addi- 
tion  4o  this,  some  ten  thousand  bales  of  raw  cotton  were 
exported  I  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  magnitude 
which  this  trade  is  yel  demined  to  reach. 

Library  of  Congress.— Tht  Library  in  1843  contained 
ahont  30,000  volumes,  besides  documents,  laws  of  the 
U.  S.,  journals,  &c.,  in  the  recesses.  The  original  libra¬ 
ry  was  destroyed  in  the  last  war.  Since  then,  Mr.  Jef¬ 
ferson’s  books,  about  7000  volumes,  were  purchased  for 
$21,000  ;  and  donations  have  been  made,  and  an  annual 
appropriation  tor  this  purpoee  of  $5000,  expended  by  a 
Joint  Committee  of  Congress. 

Western  Railroad  —At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders  on  Wednesday,  George  Bliss,  of  Springfield, 
George  Pratt,  Edward  Austin  and  Josiah  Stickney  of 
Boston,  were  chosen  directors  Jonathan  Chapman,  the 
next  highest  on  the  list  of  those  voted  for,  wanted  233 
votes  of  an  election.  The  meeting  adjourned  till  Tues¬ 
day  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Messrs.  Bliss,  Pratt,  and  Austin, 
were  on  the  “  medium  fare”  ticket.  Mr.  Stickney  on  the

to  hear  that  Dr.  Theo.  Jones,  of  Morristown,  (son  of  Dr. 
John  B.  Jones,)  while  engaged  in  a  post  mortem  exam¬ 
ination  on  the  13  h  inst,  pricked  his  finger,  and  a  portion 
of  the  blood  of  the  corpse  was  sprinkled  upon  it.  Aware 
of  his  danger  Dr,  J.  used  precautions  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  poison,  but  without  effect ;  for  the  next  day 
the  swelling  extended  from  the  finger  through  the.  arm- 
fever  and  delirium  set  in,  and  he  expired  on  Wednesday

It  was  manifest  to  all  who  inti¬ 
mately  knew  him  that  he  felt  a  holy  jealousy  for  the  hon¬ 
or  of  Gfed’s  character  This  undoubtedly  arose  in  part 
from  his  iatimacy  with  the  Bible.  The  Bible  was  his  con¬ 
stant  cempanion,  and  he  was  a  systematical  reader  of  it, 
the  margin  of  almost  every  page  of  the  old  Family  BlUe 
was  filled  with  pencil  maiia,  pointing  to  tome  important 
passage  or  centaining  some  important  thought.  One  great 
anxiety  of  his  mind  in  his  late  days  waa  that  God  would 
permit  him  to  live  long  enough  to  complete  the  reading  of 
Ms  Bible  throiurh  the  13ih  time,  but  his  spirit  t»oklta 
lUght  ere  he  had  completed  his  great  pleasure.  He  slept 
sweetly  in  Christ,  "and  devout  men  canied  him  to  his 
grave  and  made  lamentation  over  him. 


PnaaictmoH  or  the  Jews.— It  would  seem  that  u«e 
measure  of  the  sufferings  of  the  Jews  is  not  vet  fulL 
The  autcerat  of  Russia  has  recently  undeitaken  a  project 
vhk!k  if  carried  out,  will  be  palniully  oppressive  to  that 
mnc.i-abased  class,  and  add  another  instance  to  the 
melancholy  record  of  man’s  inhumanity  to  man.  The 
Kaperor  is  said  to  have  issued  an  ukase  by  which  all  the 
Jews  in  the  southern  frontier,  arc  ordered  to  transmigrate 
to  the  interior  of  Rnssia,  to  places  prescribed  by  himself, 
kavtef  their  homes,  and  abandoning  their  property. 
Thirty-three  communities  of  these  Jews,  which  contain 
a  population  varying  from  500  to  6000  souls,  have  been 
pinacwl  into  iadescribable  desolation  and  misery  by  this 
andden  and  remorseless  act  of  tyranny.  No  imporunt  or 
well-sastaiaed  charge  has  beefi  preferred  against  them, 
and  the  whole  preeedure  seems  to  have  relerence  to 
sooH  fhtnre  project  of  ambition  and  conquest  on  the 
part  of  the  Czar.  It  is  not  at  all  impossible  that  this 
ooennenee  will  lead  to  serious  political  consequences.

Mr.  GiLMtsmade  a  report  from  the  Select  Committee 
to  whom  the  famous  Massachusetts  msulutions  were  re¬ 
ferred,  adverse  to  their  object. 

The  subject  of  the  Rolys  came  up— particularly  the 
81st.  Mr.  Severance  being  entiUed  to  the  floor,  ad¬ 
dressed  the  House  in  a  calm  but  able  speech  against  the 
Rule,  which  was  continued  till  the  next  day.  He  was 
replied  to  by  Mr.  J.  Camfbell  of  S.C.  who  rambled  over 
the  whole  subject,  and  talked  much  of  the  incendiary  and 
fanatical  measurea  of  the  abolitionists  (both  domestic 
and  foreign)  and  urged  the  continuance  of  the  rule  on 
grounds  of  expediency,  to  prevent  a  triumph  of  the 
abolitionists  [which  would  certainly  be  achieved  were  it 
repealed] ;  to  keep  down  excitement,  to  remove  a  great 
cause  to  the  obstruction  o(  business  in  the  House,  Ac. 
He  conjured  the  “  Democracy”  of  the  North  to  remain 
with  them  in  support  of  the  mie,  intimating^that  by  such 
a  course,  and  only  by  it,  they  would  ensure  the  support 
of  the  great  body  of  the  South,  fee.,  fee. 

The  discussion  is  by  no  means  ended  yet;  and  al¬ 
though  prolonged  to  so  great  a  length,  it  is  listened  to 
with  great  interest,  and  is  constantly  doing  good. 

Horrible  and  Fatal  Duel.  . 

A  horrible  and  disgraceful  duel  occurred  on  Friday  last, 
between  two  yonng  men,  which  proved  fatal  to  one  ofthe 
parties.  The  parties  were,  Mr.  Julian  May,  of  no  pro¬ 
fession,  son  of  old  Dr.  May,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Cochrane, 
brother  of  Mr.  Cochrane,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  War  office 
They  fought  with  rifles,  only  thirty  yards  apart,  and  al¬ 
most  ere  the  word  “  fire”  was  given,  Cochrane  was  shot, 
and  mortally  wounded.  They  had  quarreled  about  danc¬ 
ing  with  some  young  lady  at  the  Assembly  Rooms;  had 
been  reconciled;  then  met  again  at  a  billiard-room; 
played  till  five  o’clock  the  next  morning,  when  they  again 
quarreled.  Cochrane  called  May  a  liar  and  a  coward. 
May  went  out— sent  a  challenge— they  fought,  and  Coch¬ 
rane,  after  lingering  for  a  day  or  two,  died.  The  seconds 
are  said  to  be  Messrs.  Pooler  and  Ash.  All  the  parties 
have  fled. 

The  great  Girard  and  Gaines  cases  are  still  before  the 
Supreme  Court,  in  the  favor  of  which  Mr.  Webster  made 
an  admirable  and  eloquent  speech,  inveighing  against  the 
illiberality  and  injustice  of  that  clause  of  Girard’s  will ! 
which  excludes  the  clergy  not  only  from  participation  in 
the  government  or  instruction  of  the  Orphan  College,  but 
even  from  entering  the  building. 

The  President,  the;  Cabinet,  and  the  heads  of  bureaus, 
together  with  the  officers  of  the  army  and  navy,  were  re¬ 
ceived  on  Monday,  according  to  appointment,  on  board 
the  United  States  ship  Princeton,  Captain  Stockton.

TnEXECaim  Postaob. — The  latest  intelligence  indi 
cates  that  a  louder  voice  from  the  people  will  be  requisite 
to  aecure  a  dot  reduction  of  postage,  and  the  abolition 
of  the  frankiag  privilege,  under  which,  among  other 
abases,  according  to  the  statement  ot  the  Post  Master 
Oeneral,  upwards  of  four  million  of  documents,  weigh¬ 
ing  upward  of  179  <«iu,  were  mailed  free  at  Washing¬ 
ton  in  three  weeks.  A  correspondent  intimates  that  pe¬ 
titions  would  be  at  once  forwarded  by  multitudes,  should 
a  ahort  form  be  snggested,  like  the  iollowing: 

”  To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tndvat  la  Congress  assembled:  The  undersigned  re¬ 
spectfully  request  that  you  will  reduce  letter  Bostage, 
throughout  the  United  States  to  three  cents,  and  that 
of  newspapers  and  pamphlets  ia  doe  proportion,  and 
abolish  the  franking  privilege.” 

The  Poet  Master  General  stated  in  his  annual  report 
that  under  the  penny  system  of  postage,  the  Post  Office 
Department  in  England  hgd  failed  to  pay  its  way.— 
This  turns  out  to  be  n  mistake.  A  return  was  made  to 
the  Honse  of  Commons,  staling  that  there  had  been  a 
loss  of  XIO.OOO  daring  the  year.  The  statement  waa 
called  in  question  by  the  friends  of  cheap  postage,  and 
on  inquiring  it  appeared  that  the  retain  was  not  traced 
on  facts,  but  was  only  an  estimate.  But  the  facts  show 
that  there  has  been  a  decided  increase  of  revenue.

They 
have  opened  a  room  where  they  receive  work. 

There  are  18  line  of  battle  ships,  14  frigates,  22  sloops  , 
of  war,  and  14  steam  frigates,  now  building  at  the  various 
dock  yards  of  England.  i 

The  Bostonians  have  been  throwing  more  tea  over¬ 
board.  A  quantity  of  tea  having  been  recently  imported 
into  Boston,  which  was  found  to  be  poisoned  by  oxalic 
acid,  imbibed  on  board  the  vessel,  the  Mayor  ordered  it 
to  be  destroyed,  which  order  was  carried  into  effect  on 
Tuesday  13  th. 

On  the  morning  of  the  3rd  inst.,  the'stone  cotton  facto¬ 
ry  at  South  Boscawen,  N.  H.,  was  destroyed  by  fire. 
Loss  about  $15,000  The  building  was  damaged  to  the 
amount  of  about  $5000;  on  which  there  is  insarance. 
On  the  machinery  there  is  also  insarance  to  the  amonut 
ol  $27,750. 

A  young  man  named  George  Sherman  was  stabbed  in 
Newport,  R.  I.,  last  Monday  by  one  of  the  soldiers  on  the 
fort.  The  soldier  was  arrested  and  was  placed  under 
examination,  the  result  of  which  we  have  not  learned. 

It  is  supposed  that  the  wounded  man  will  not  recover. 

From  the  cold,  and  the  exposed  approach  to  Boston 
harbor,  the  marine  disasters  have  been  somewhat  heavy. 
The  amount  of  marine  insurance  last  year  was  $43,655,- 
657,  and  upon  fire,  $42690,568— yet  the  loss  on  marine 
risks  was  $192,774  44,  whilcon  fire  it  was  only  $13,953  86 
—our  premiums  are  heavier  and  losses  less.

The  steamer  Hibernia  arrived  at  Boston  on  Monday 
morning  last,  and  brought  news  to  February  4ib,  which, 
however,  is  of  little  importance. 

The  State  Trials  in  Ireland  have  begnn,  and  are  caus¬ 
ing  an  immense  deal  of  excitement. 

Business  still  wears  a  smiling  face.  Money  is  abun¬ 
dant,  trade  is  brisk,  the  markets  are  buoyant,  and  the 
great  hives  of  industry  in  the  north  are  alive  with  activ¬ 
ity.  The  price  of  Consols  touched  a  rate  higher  than 
they  have  reached  since  1837 ;  all  descriptions  of  Rail¬ 
way  Stock  are  rising  in  value. 

The  Liverpool  Cotton  market,  owing  to  the  apprehen¬ 
sions  of  a  short  crop,  is  in  a  state  of  feverish  excitement; 
the  freights  to  the  United  States  and  to  India  are  improv¬ 
ing,  and  a  feeling  of  confidence  prevails,  which  betokens 
the  improvement  to  be  rather  permanent  than  transitory.

Mr.  Everett,  the  American  minister,  had  a  long  inter¬ 
view  with  Lord  Stanley,  at  the  Colonial  Office,  on  the 
22d  alt.  Mr.  Maclauchlan,  from  New-Brunswick,  also 
visited  his  lordship  on  the  same  day. 

Mrs.  Gilmour,  of  Scotland,  has  been  tried  for  the  mur¬ 
der  of  her  husband  and  acquitted. 

The  Moniteur  publishes  a  dispatch  from  Algeria,  dated 
Nov.  20,  announcing  the  surprise  and  destruction  by 
General  Tempoure,  of  Malah,  40  miles  from  Mascara. 

Latest  accounts  from  Circassia,  represent  the  monn- 
taineers  as  having  obtained  new  advanuges  over  the 
Russians. 

The  British  Parliament  was  opened  on  the  1st  inst. — 
The  Gueen’s  speech,  which  was  made  in  person,  is  com¬ 
mon  place  as  usual. 

In  the  House  of  Lords,  the  Earl  of  Eldon  moved,  and 
Lord  Hill  seconded  the  address  in  answer  to  the  speech. 
There  was  nothing  particnlar  in  the  remarks  of  either, 
except  an  allusion  by  the  Earl  of  Eldon  to  a  subject  not 
mentioned  in  her  Majesty’s  speech — the  horrible  practice 
of  dueling— for  the  prevention  of  which  he  hoped  some 
adequate  lagislative  measure  would  be  devised.  The  op¬ 
position  to  the  address  was  slight,  except  on  the  part  of  I 
Lord  Brougham,  who  followed  at  great  length,  and  in  | 
his  usual  discursive  manner,  touching  upon  all  manner 
of  subjects,  and  winding  up  with  American  repudiation, 
which  he  said  was  very  unpleasant  and  improper,  and 
apropos  to  which  he  told  an  anecdote  of  a  fellow-traveler 
in  France.  Making  some  inquiries  respecting  the  con¬ 
duct  of  the  English  and  Irish  workmen  on  a  railroad  in 
that'kingdom,  he  was  told  that  the  English  would  drink 
and  the  Irish  would  fight;  whereupon  his  fellow-traveler 
remarked  that  he  wished,  notwithstanding,  that  he  was 
an  Irishman  or  an  Englishman ;  and  being  asked  why, 
replied  that  he  was  from  Philadelphia.

Shoals  in  the  Atlantic — Mariners  have  often  attributed 
to  shoals,  accidents  which  are  chargeable  to  other  sour¬ 
ces.  The  surgeon  (if  H.  B.  M  ochaoner  Cockatrice,  on 
a  vrtyage  from  Rio  to  the  River  L.a-P!ate  says : — “A  very 
curious  circumstance  occurred  as  we  were  coming  down 
with  a  whale.  I  observed  a  shoal  of  them  spouting  near¬ 
ly  ahead,  and  went  forward  and  seated  myself  on  the  cat¬ 
head,  in  order  to  observe  them  belter.  I  had  scarcely 
done  so  when  we  were  in  the  middle  of  them,  and  a  huge 
monster  with  his  back  ont  of  water,  coming  a  iitile  ob¬ 
lique  in  oar  coarse,  received  the  whole  momentum  ofthe 
vessel  in  the  forehead.  This  musi  have  been  stunning,  as 
we  were  going  at  the  rale  of  nine  knots  an  hour,  and  the 
vessel  fell  as  if  she  had  struck  on  a  mud-bank.  This 
however  did  not  intimidate  him,  for  he  immediately 
dived,  and  gave  a  trema1uus)^h  with  his  tail  across  our 
bow  and  cut-water  that  made  every  timber  in  the  vessel 
quiver.  Every  soul  in  the  vessel  rushed  on  deck  alarm¬ 
ed  and  wondering;  but  the  spirit  of  their  dream  was 
changed  when  the  cause  of  it  was  explained,  and  they 
saw  the  water  in  our  wake  red  with  blood.  This  occur- 
renee  ought  to  be  published  ;  aud  i  dare  say  could  ac¬ 
count  for  the  numerous  shoals  and  rocks  with  which  the 
Atlantic  is  dotted.”

Proceedugs  in  Congress. 

The  prtecipal  matters  which  have  been  acted  on,  or 
under  consideration  in  the  two  Houses  of  Congress  Unr- 
the  past  week,  are  briefly  these,  wiihont  much  refer¬ 
ence  to  order. 

In  the  Senate,  on  Monday,  Mr.  FxinriELD  presented 
the  resolutions  of  the  New-Hampshire  Legislature,  in 
favor  of  paying  the  varions  claims  for  spoilalion  by  the 
French,  prior  to  1800.  This  is  an  old  subject,  and  has 
bean  atrangely  pat  aside  from  year  to  year.  Mr.  F.  sta¬ 
ted  that  since  the  year  1800,  eighteen  reports  had  bees 
BMde  in  both  Houses,  only  fonr  of  which  were  adverse 
to  these  claims.  He  also  alloded  to,  and  corrected  n  prev¬ 
alent  impression  respecting  the  present  ownershipof  these 
;  they  have  been  said  to  be  mainly  in  the  hands  ot 
inenrnnee  companies.  Bntof  the  993  petitions  in  his  pos- 
aeasion,  only  eighteen  were  from  insarance  companies. 

It  ia  to  be  hoped  that  justice  will  not  be  much  longer  defer¬ 
red. 

The  President  transmitted  to  both  Houses,  an  applica¬ 
tion  from  Iowa,  to  be  admitted  into  the  Union. 

One  great  subject  of  interest  before  the  Senate  has  been 
the  discussion  on  the  Ikiriff  question.  Mr.  HuNTtNOTon, 
of  Ct.,  replied  in  a  long  and  very  able  speech  to  Mr. 

Woodbury,  which  occupied  two  days  in  deliveriog. 

Mr.  Pnanrs,  of  Yt.,  lollowed,  a  few  days  after,  with  a 
long  speech  taking  the  same  view.  He  had  not  time  to 
complete  his  argument,  and  was  to  speak  again  on  Mon 
day  luu  It  is  probaUe  that  this  snbject  will  occupy  the 
tiuM  of  the  Senate  coxsiderably  longer,  as  several  mem- 
beta  have  expressed  a  desire  to  speak  on  it.  The  de¬ 
bates  are  very  courteous,  and  there  is  an  apparent  desirv 
to  merits  of  the  question,  and  to  aim  at  trnth,

Report  ef  the  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  we 
learn  that  thera  are  10,676  Diatrieta  in  the  State,  and 
uring  the  year  ending  (October  last,  657,762  chUdrefi  had 
een  taught  in  them,  ef  which  47,4Z6  were  in  this  city.
